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Co up Ov erthro ws 
Panama's President 


PANAMA (AP) — The leader 
of a bloodless military cou p 
ag ainst the 11-day -old g ov ern­ 
ment of President Arnu lfo Arias 
said today national g u ard forces 
were in complete control of the 
cou ntry . 
Arias, 67, who has been de­ 
posed from the presidency twice 
before by the g u ard in the past 
three decades, took refu g e in 
the U.S.-controlled Canal Zone 
with most of his Cabinet minis­ 
ters after the takeov er beg an 
Friday nig ht. 
How long he planned to re­ 
main there was not known bu t 
sou rces close to him indicated 
he mig ht retu rn to Panama City 
and try to rally popu lar su pport 
to face the g u ard, the cou ntry ’s 
only military force. 
Lt. Col. Omar Torrijos identi­ 
fied himself and Maj. Boris 


Martinez, commander of the 
Chiriqu i Prov ince military zone, 
as leaders of the cou p. He said 
they were su pported by “ill the 
y ou ng officers.” He charg ed 
that Arias planned to “enthrone 
a dictatorship” and conv ert the 
g u ard into a “political instru ­ 
ment of persecu tion.” 
In a shake-u p ordered by Ar­ 
ias, Torrijos earlier had been 
reliev ed as ex ecu tiv e secretary 
of 
the 
g u ard 
and 
ordered 
abroad. Other anti-Arias offi­ 
cers were g iv en u nimportant 
posts. 
Torrijos said Arias su pporters 
were being rou nded u p. 
Clad in fatig u es with his 
sleev es rolled u p, Torrijos said 
the nex t step was to decide 
whether to set u p a military ju n­ 
ta or to “constitu ticnaiize” the 
cou p by calling in First Vice 


President Rau l Arang o to take 
the presidency . Arrang o cou ld 
not be located bu t was reported 
with Arias. 
Aside from small knots of peo­ 
ple at doorway s, the city ap 
peared calm. There was some 
panic along A Av enu e, the 
s;reet on which the g u ard’s 
two-story headqu arters is locat 
ed, when the cou p g ot u nderway 
at 9 p.m. Friday nig ht. 
Rov ing g u ard patrols broke 
u p any g rou ps they fou nd. There 
was an u nconfirmed report that 
two men were wou nded on Cen 
tral Av enu e, the city ’s mam 
thorou g hfare. 
A clandestine radio station 
was reported by sev eral listen 
ers to be on the air, calling on 
the people to rally to Arias’ su p 
port. Listeners reported the sta 
tion chang ed frequ ency con 
stantly .

GIBRALTAR (AP) — The 
deadlocked su mmit talks on 
Rhodesia's political fu tu re—Af­ 
rican ru le or continu ed white 
minority g ov ernment—reach a 
possibly cru cial stag e today aft­ 
er two day s of “tou g h” neg otia­ 
tions. 
Shou ld the impasse continu e, 
It is g enerally ex pected that 
Prime Ministers Harold Wilson 
of Britain and Ian Smith of 
Rhodesia will seek a face sav ing 
formu la to av oid a total collapse 
in the talks. 
In that ev ent the most likely 
possibility is believ ed to be an 
interru ption allowing the lead­ 
ers to retu rn home for consu lta­ 
tions. 
Informed sou rces said Wilson 
and Smith were prepared to 
stay as long as necessary , bu t 
both sides hav e indicated the 
talks aboard the British assau lt 
ship Fearless in Gibraltar har- 
bor may end Su nday . 
The British Parliament recon­ 
v enes Monday and Wilsoa wou ld 
be ex pected to answer qu estions 
in the Hou se of Commons Tu es­ 
day . 
Sou rces on both sides made it 
clear there has been no break­ 
throu g h on the key issu e of the 
dispu te since Smith declared 
Rhodesia 
independent 
from 
Britain in Nov ember 1965, a 
mov e Britain reg ards as illeg al.

“All it does is shrink the mem­ 
branes and stop a ru nny nose.” 
The medical officer also said 
the three astronau ts apparently 
had solv ed the failu re to g et 
early reports of biomedical data 
•<9>from instru ments attached to 
their su its. They simply u n­ 
dressed and reconnected the in­ 
stru ment cords for better con­ 
nections, he said. 
Late Friday the capsu le re­ 
ported the primary env ironmen­ 
tal control sy stem which bleeds 
heat into space was freezing 
ou tside tho spacecraft. The pi­ 
lots cu toff the iy stem and let 
the space radiators drain off the 
ex cess heat g enerated by the 
craft’s fu el cells.

PANAMA (AP) — The leader 
of a bloodless military coup 
against the 11-day-old govern­ 
ment of President Arnulfo Arias 
said today national guard forces 
were in complete control of the 
country. 
Arias, 67, who has been de­ 
posed from the presidency twice 
before by the guard in the past 
three decades, took refuge in 
the U.S.-controlled Canal Zone 
with most of his Cabinet minis­ 
ters after the takeover began 
Friday night. 
How long he planned to re­ 
main there was not known but 
sources close to him indicated 
he might return to Panama City 
and try to rally popular support 
to face the guard, the country’s 
only military force. 
Lt. Col. Omar Torrijos identi­ 
fied himself and Maj. Boris 


Martinez, commander of the 
Chiriqui Province military zone, 
as leaders of the coup. He said 
they were supported by “ill the 
young officers.” He 
charged 
that Arias planned to ‘‘enthrone 
a dictatorship” and convert the 
guard into a ‘‘political instru­ 
ment of persecution.” 
In a shake-up ordered by Ar­ 
ias, Torrijos earlier had been 
relieved as executive secretary 
of 
the 
guard 
and 
ordered 
abroad. Other anti-Arias offi­ 
cers were given unimportant 
posts. 
Torrijos said Arias supporters 
were being rounded up. 
Clad 
in 
fatigues 
with 
his 
sleeves rolled up, Torrijos said 
the next step was to decide 
whether to set up a military jun­ 
ta or to ‘‘constitutionalize” the 
coup by calling in First Vice 


President Raul Arango to take 
the presidency. Arrango could 
not be located but was reported 
with Arias. 
Aside from small knots of peo­ 
ple at doorways, the city ap 
peared calm.

Navy Capt. Walter M. Schirra 
Jr., capsule commander, report­ 
ed a high flying case of the snif­ 
fles and was directed to take 
some nose drops. 
“ I advised him to take a de

gleschmid told a press briefing. 
“All it does is shrink the m em ­ 
branes aud stop a runny nose.” 
The medical officer also said 
the three astronauts apparently 
had solved the failure to get 
early reports of biomedical data 
fro rn instruments attached to 
their suits. They simply un­ 
dressed and reconnected the in­ 
strument cords for better con­ 
nections, he said. 
Late Friday the capsule re­ 
ported the prim ary environmen­ 
tal control system which bleeds 
heat into space was freezing 
outside th© spacecraft. The pi­ 
lots cutoff the system and let 
the space radiators drain off the 
excess heat generated by the 
craft’s fuel cells. Control center 
officials said it was only a 
“ slight problem” and would not 
affect operations. 
Schirra, Air Force Maj. Dona

claimed, failing to speak up for 
education. 


He said that Nixon while vice 
president in 1960 broke a Senate 
tie vote by going against an 
education bill that would have 
provided $1 billion for school 
construction and teachers’ sal­ 
aries throughout the nation. 
Fifty 
education 
laws have 
been passed in the last five 
years, Humphrey said, and “ I 
fought hard to win these laws.” 
He said the standard nine- 
month school program is 
a 
waste of valuable resources,” 
and promised that if elected he 
would encourage school systems 
to experiment with year-round 
school programs. 
Gilligan appeared in Mount 
Vernon earlier Friday in behalf 
of his own candidacy and com­ 


pared gun control to require­ 
ments for licensing and regis­ 
tration of cars. 
“ We take the driver’s licenses 
away from drunks and mental 
incompetents, but we let them 
have guns,” he said. 
Gilligan’s Republican oppon­ 
ent, William B. Saxbe, in Cleve­ 
land Friday, charged the John­ 
son administration with political 
manipulation of federal highway 
trust funds. 
He said a federal freeze on 
highway funds has caused delay 
of a highway construction proj­ 
ects in Ohio. 
The highway funds were froz­ 
en shortly after Congress forced 
the 
administration 
to 
make 
spending cuts in order to get 


its income tax surcharge. 
In Toledo Friday, Sen. Thom­ 
as Kuchel of California, leader 
of a Republican “truth squad,” 
said Humphrey has had a “ com­ 
plete change of heart on the is­ 
sue of televised campaign de­ 
bates.” 
Kuchel said that as a senator 
in 1964, Humphrey voted against 
a candidate in 1968 advocates 
debates. 
In reply to tho statement, 
Humphrey’s son said in Colum­ 
bus that the public deserve a 
debate between the three presi­ 
dential candidates because there 
are so many pressing questions. 
He added that if there is to be 
a “ truth squad,” it should be 
following Nixon.

These statistics o n co rpo rate 
farms in 22 states in the middle 
and far west are based o n data

Mo re than two -thirds o f the 
co rpo rate farms in the 22 s’ates 
were family bu sinesses, with 
farming o r ranching the majo r 
activ ity .

three- 
fifths o f the largest co rpo ratio ns 
hav ing gro ss farm sales o f 
$500,000 o r mo re. 
Thirieen percent o f the co r­ 
po rate farms were tied in w'ith 
a g r i b u s i n e s s 
activ ities.

An electric blanket has many 
features in its favor. First and 
foremost, are its sleep-ability 
and washability. Because a n 
automatic heating blanket gives j 
uniform warmth to 
all 
t h e ; 
body’s cold spo^s without the j 
weight of piled-on coverings or 
the constriction of bed socks, 
it lulls the user into the bliss 
of a sound night’s sleep. And 
how’ convenient to be able to 
launder it in an automatic 
washer or by hand. 
In fact, the dominant DON’T 
in 
electric 
blanket 
care 
is 
DONT DRY CLEAN—because 
cleaning solvents can damage 
the insulating material w’hich 
protects the wiring. 
Manufacturers contribute fast 
familiarity with a new automat­ 
ic blanket by including sepcific 
directions on “how to” make 
the bed, regulate warmth, use 
safely, and launder. Basically, 
what is good for one electric 
blanket is also beneficial for an­ 
other. However, due to differ­ 
ences in design and fiber con­ 
tent, it is best to follow the 
enclosed instructions to the let­ 
ter. An alternative is to consult 
directions in the washer’s use- 
of soak, suds rinse, and s p i n 
cycles. 
The following basics 
care manual for correct timing 
serve as a helpful review of 
machine- or hand-washing pro­ 
cedures: 
Wash as soon as the blanket ___________________ 
starts to be soiled—not only I to 
straighten 
and pull it to 


both sudsing and rinsing—as for 
a baby’s bath. 
Never twist or wring an elec­ 
tric blanket during washing or 
rinsing. 
A fabric softener may be add­ 
ed, following directions on the 
container. 
When 
washing 
by 
hand, 
squeeze through plenty of soap 
or detergent suds in a bathtub 
or deep washtub, or use a 
plumber’s plunger to “suck” 
suds through the fabric to loos­ 
en and remove soil. 
* * * 


LET the blanket lie in the 
tub while the suds are drained 
off. If possible, use the shower 
spray or a shampoo spray to 
flush soiled suds from the blan­ 
ket and tub. Then fill the tub 
w i t h 
successive 
lukewarm 
rinses, turning the blanket over 
and over to make sure that the 
rinsing is thorough. Finally, 
squeze out excess water with­ 
out wringing. 
Directions for some electric 
blankets permit use of an auto­ 
matic dryer, others do not. Pro­ 
ceed accordingly. When a drver 
is used, remove the blanket 
w’hile damp to guard against 
overdrying and excessive tum­ 
bling that cause shrinkage. To 
finish the drying (or to dry it 
immediately 
after 
washing), 
drape the blanket over parallel 
lines—preferably out doors in 
the shade. Then use both hanis 


before summer storage. Don’t 
wait for soil to become imbed­ 
ded, or the gentle handling 
which is mandatory may n*t 
be adequate to do a thorough 
cleansing job. 
• * • 
DISCONNECT the control. Tie 
any dangling parts loosely in 
a washcloth or small towel, and 
shake the blanket gently to re­ 
move dust or lint. 
Pretreat soiled binding or 
spots with thick soap or deter­ 
gent lather, or with a sudsy 
solution nibbed in respectfully 
with a soft brush.

Chlorine solutions 
must be 
thoroughly mixed with water 
and remain in the water long 
enough to destroy bacteria and 
other organisms.

SHOCK chlorination — the 
adding of a strong chlorine 
solution to a w’ater source and 
the entire water system to kill 
bacteria and other organisms 
is 
recommended by 
Palmer 
following new well construction, 
pump installation or any time 
the water system is opened for 
repair. Shock chlorination of a 
well and water system every 
few months can also be very 
helpful in keeping iron bacteria 
under control. 
Steps to follow In performing 
shock

interior surfaces. 
Add enough chlorine to the 
well or other water source to 
provide a chlorine concentration 
of about 200 mg-t. Use 3 pints 
of 5-*4 percent chlorine laundry 
bleach for each IOO gallons of 
water before pouring it into the 
well. Storage capacity of depth 
per foot in wells is as-follows: 
4 inch diameter — 0.6 gallons; 
5 in diameter — 1.0 gallons; 
6 inch diameter — 1.5 gallons.

back into the well. Wash down 
the well casing and drop pipe. 
Add more chlorine solution if 
Ae water does not have a 
distinct chlorine odor. 
Open each faucet in the water 
system, one at a time, until the 
water has a distinct chlorine 
odor, then shut it off.

Much remains to be done in 
soil and water conservation on 
agricultural land, Williams said, 
but some of the greatest chal­ 
lenges lie with urban develop­ 
ment and the expansion of to­ 
day’s society into the suburbs. 
Clean water for home use, 
recreation, industry and agricul­ 
ture is a major concern, he 
said. Pollution touches both ru­ 
ral and urban people. 
“Americans always seem to 
be a little tardy in doing preven­ 
tive work instead of curative 
work,” Wililams said. “It’s go­ 
ing to take some large invest­ 
ment, and some tinkering needs 
to be done in our laws. But ba­ 
s a lly we have the organiza­ 
tion and experience to do the 
job.” 
Williams, who has been in In­ 
dia six times since 1960, will 
work with officials there in or­ 
ganizing and developng water 
.policies to help boost food pro­ 
duction. 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — The 
traditional idea of leisurely ses­ 
sions of psychoanalysis may be 
all right for those who have the 
time and money. But something 
different is needed to deal with 
the mental ills found in city 
slums. 
That something different is 
being applied in Los Angeles 
and is called “instant therapy.” 
This innovation in down-to- 
earth psychiatry has chalked up 
a steady growth since its con­ 
ception seven years ago and its 
practitioners soon will break 
ground for a $3.7 million, sev­ 
en-story center dedicated to its 
practice. 
Alfred Cannon. University of 
California at Los Angeles psy-, 
chiatrist, believes the old ways 
of treating mental and emotion­ 
al ailments have little value in 
the slum areas of modern cities. 
“The Freudian model of psy­ 
choanalysis stresses examina­ 
tion of the patient’s past in or­ 
der to understand his present 
illness,” 
says 
Dr. 
Cannon. 
“Such treatment is lengthy and 
therefore expensive, and there 
aren’t enough therapists to go 
around.' 
“This approach presumes a 
white, middle class background 
and 
education—you 
have 
to 
have it to be able to communi­ 
cate with the psychoanalyst. 
“ We have learned to stress 
brief treatment. Since you may 
see your patient only once, you 
have to get into it fast—you’ve 
got one time to do your thing 
and that’s it.” 
Dr. Cannon, 40, a tall, athletic 
Negro who took his medical de­ 
gree at Columbia University, 
has become known as a busy 
promoter of antipoverty pro­ 
jects, especially since the Watts 
riots of 65. 
His concern with conditions in 
south-central Los Angeles dates 
back, however, to 1961, when he 


began working as a volunteer in 
free clinics. 
“I noticed there were far too 
few mental health clinics in the 
inner city,” he said in an inter-

For Vote Fraud 


CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP) — 
Republicans must be on the 
alert to prevent ballot fraud 
in the Nov. 5 election, the 
party’s national chairman, Ray 
C. Bliss, said Friday. 
Bliss told a news conference 
in Cleveland there were “ alleg­ 
ations" in 1960 that not all 
Richard M. Nixon’s votes were 
“properly counted." 
He said in large measure 
ballot security simply means 
manning all the precincts. 
‘ ‘In 1960, we had thousands of 
precincts unmanned across the 
nation," he added.
